Another Day 


It is rather a relief to know the present 
French government will not be seated at Cler- 
mont-Ferrand. It did not seem fitting that the 
town in which Peter of Amiens sounded the call 
to the crusades should house the government 
of a doomed nation or a government modeled 
along the military Fascist lines of the Franco 
regime in Spain. 

There is something of a parallel between 
the conditions of today and those of the elev- 
enth century, when the arrogance and armed 
might of the infidels threatened the compara- 
tively enlightened civilization of the western 
nations. It was felt that the Turks would grad- 
ually acquire irresistible power and eventually 
invade the west. The feeling was fanned by 
the growing hardships of the western pilgrims 
to the cradle of the Christian religion. 

It was to Clermont-Ferrand that the ambas- 
sadors of the great western nations came to 
hear the call to arms of the first Crusade. It 
was here the fervid pleas of Peter of Amiens 
so moved these representatives of many peo- 
ples that they shouted, of one accord, “God 
Wills. It.” How often since have peoples an- 
swered that battle cry, to do good and to do 
evil. 

-There in that little town of southern France, 
in the midst of the rolling lands many call 
the fairest of all, was the genesis of many of 
the great wars of today, of the mighty coali- 
tions of nations and of the dreams of world 
unity. There in that long dead day was con- 
ceivéd the spirit that animated over the cen- 

the impelling power of Christianity. 
rily, the seven crusades that followed the 
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new vista of human progress. But at the same 
time, let all realize that this world is narrow- 
ing at a pace never before dreamed of.

It Is Beginning 
_ Secretary of State Cordell Hull has found it 
necessary to warn, in plain words, that Euro- 
pean powers must keep “hands off” the forth- 
coming Pan-American conference at Havana. 

The American official admitted to reporters 
at a press conference that he had heard re- 
ports that German diplomats had “warned” 
some of the Latin-American countries against 
taking any action aimed directly or indirectly 
against Germany. 

This apparent attempt to intimidate the re- 
publics of Central and South America is typical 
of German diplomatic methods. The warning 
comes first. It did in Europe, to all those na- 
tions which later were crushed under the 
mechanized heel of Nazidom. Later come 
charges that German interests have been im- 
periled. Next step is a campaign in the Nazi- 
controlled press charging vicious injustices to 
German nationals resident in the country 
chosen for attack. Then demands for indem- 
nities. Further charges of “anti-German” ac- 
tivities. Then comes the demand for uncon- 
ditional surrender, followed in quick order by 
invasion, blitzkrieg and destruction. And, 
through all the program, the Nazi agents have 
been creating the “Fifth Column,” in the doom- 
ed country. 

It has been told, time and time again, that 
the danger from Nazi lust for conquest is very 
great to this country. It has likewise been 
pointed out, repeatedly, that if a success-drunk 
Nazi power should seek to control the western 
hemisphere, the first insidious steps of at- 
tack would come through some of the smaller 
republics to the south. 

The situation which impelled Secretary Hull 
to issue his warning prior to the convening of 
the Pan-American conference provides tangi- 
ble evidence these early fears of the Nazi ap- 
proach to this country were not groundless, It 
provides one more proof, if such were needed, 
that a defense absolutely impregnable against 
a whole world in arms is necessary if this coun- 
try is to retain her independence and her chosen 
way of life.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

STATE OF THE DEFENSE PROGRAM WASHINGTON, 
July 12.—With re- 


spect to certain kinds of vital equipment, the army is still suffering 


from the indecision which always seems to afflict our military men 
when they are asked to place big orders for immediate delivery. 
Confronted with huge appropriations and carte blanche to spend 
them, the American army is rather in the position of a poor woman, 
used to scrimping and saving, who is taken into Cartier’s and told 
to choose her own memento. The officers can’t make up their 
minds! 

But, after causing some serious delays in the defense program, 
this problem of deciding what to order now appears to be nearing 
a solution. Meanwhile the record to date deserves inspection, par- 
ticularly in view of the dire predictions of the prophets and wise- 
acres who foresaw that the defense council would either be sabo- 
taged or destroyed. 


TANGIBLE ACHIEVEMENTS Messrs. William Knudsen, Ed- 
ward R. Stettinius, Ralph Budd, 


Sidney Hillman and their compeers have already let $1,000,000,000 
in contracts. They expect to let at least $1,000,000,000 more in the 
next 30 days. Meanwhile, they have formed an organization so 
flexible and yet so well knit as to arouse equally warm admiration 
among the businessmen who must deal with it and the New Dealers 
who have come in contact with it on the government end. 

Every sector of the organization has tangible achievements to its 
credit. For example, despite the fact that industry knows him as 
one of the ablest and wisest labor leaders, Sidney Hillman’s ap- 
pointment as a member. of the defense council was greeted with 
cries of horror from professional viewers-with-alarm. Since the 
council started operations, four strikes of the utmost seriousness 
have threatened—in motors, in shipping, in aluminum and in copper 
mining. 

Any one of these strikes would have stopped an important part 
of the defense program dead in its tracks. For each of them, Hill- 
man got together with Knudsen and Stettinius. After reaching a 
common conclusion, the trio went into each strike situation, Knud- 
sen and Stettinius appealing to the managements and hillman to 
labor. Three of the strikes have been settled without any stoppage 
of production. In the case of the fourth, in the aluminum industry, 
negotiations have just been resumed and a settlement is expected. 

Hillman’s achievements are of interest because they reverse the 
gloomy forecasters. Interesting in the same way is the President’s 
and the Treasury’s quick co-operation with the defense council in 
loosening tax amortization requirements on plants built by industry 
for defense purposes. Messrs. Knudsen and Stettinius informed the 
President and the Treasury on Monday that the present amortiza- 
tion system constituted a “near bottleneck.” The Treasury con- 
ducted a brief investigation. There were a couple of friendly con- 
ferences. And 48 hours later the President announced that the 
changes suggested by Knudsen and Stettinius would be recom- 
mended to be incorporated in the new tax law. 

Again aviation production has caused much dreary concern. Yet 
the representatives of the army and navy agreed on a tinal pro- 
gram early last week. Preparations for the program are going full 
blast. Despite the attitude of Henry Ford, the only production gap 
will probably be filled by the Packard Motor Company’s construc- 
tion of an in-line engine plant. (Reports that Packard had de- 
cided to turn the job down were misleading; negotiations aré still 
In progress and going very well.) George J. Mead and Captain 
Sidney Kraus, the two experts on aviation production, are now 
confident that all the demands of the army and navy will be met 


on schedule, 

THE REAL JOKE In fact; except for the delays and inde- 
cisions in the service departments them- 

selves, the defense program is making as good progress as could be 

hoped. It is now predicted that virtually complete equipment for 

an army of 400,000 will be ready within four months, which is 


extremely speedy work considering the huge deficiencies in equip- 


ment the army started with. 

The common story, that the New Dealers would interfere and 
spoil it all, has no foundation. As the New Dealers were at no time 
consulted by the President on the defense program or on any matter 
relating to foreign policy, -this was anticipated by those who took 
the trouble to discover the true status of these supposedly evil gov- 
ernmental influences.

GEORGIA’S DELEGATION Georgia's delegation to the con- 
vention at Chicago will depart 
this afternoon from the Union station aboard a special train. 

The delegation is pledged to President Roosevelt as long as his 
name is before the convention. If his name is not before the dele- 
gates the Georgians are uninstructed and will ballot among them- 
selves to determine which man to support. The majority will rule 
and the delegation will vote as a unit. 

The delegation probably will be split on the next choice, should 
there be one. There is a great deal of Hull sentiment in the delega- 
tion, but Cordell Hull, great man that he is, no longer seems to be 
the sort of competitor necessary to match Wendell WJlkie’s speaking 
skill. Hull speaks seriously, more after the — of Senator 
Robett Taft, the Republican who unsuccessfully opposed Willkie 
at Philadelphia. His speeches are excellent as to content, but he 
does not have the speaking style which makes Willkie’s utterances 
glitter in the Roosevelt manner. 

The Republicans are tremendously pleased about Willkie. For 
years they have complained about voting for a radio voice. Now 
they have one of their own and are so happy about it they are 
eager to have millions be swayed by the melodious charm of Mr. 
Willkie’s vocal offerings. A voice no longer seems so terrible to the 
Republicans. 

At any rate, a voice is important enough to make it necessary 
to have one. The Willkie drawl, and stories, will be most effective. 

Mr. Hull no longer appears to be the best man to combat Willkie. 
He can’t match Willkie’s popular appeal. The Democrats suddenly 
find themselves in a difficult spot. There just doesn’t seem to be 
anyone around who can match Willkie, except Mr. Roosevelt. 


THE PRESIDENT’S COURSE There will be considerable fu- 


tile speculation, as the Demo- 
cratic delegation rolls northward, on whether the President will 
permit his name to go before the convention. 
No one knows but Mr. Farley. Mr. Farley won't tell. 
There is a certain soundness in the argument of those who in- 
sist the President told Farley he will not run.

If vic- 
torious he then will resign as soon as the inauguration is done and 
things are settled, turning Over affairs to Mr. Hull, who thus would 
be saved the labor of the campaign and who would continue on with 
his important duties as secretary of state. 

This reasoning is plausible. So many things are., And so many 
things are not. The Democrats would like to avoid the third-term 
issue. They could have done so had not the Republicans nomi- 
nated Willkie. Taft or Dewey would have been fairly easy to beat 
with most any Democrat.

many of our women are still living in the world which they hope 
exists, rather than in the world which really does exist today. They 


are still talking of world peace and what we can do to bring about 
peace in the worid, in the hope that it can be accomplished at the 
present time and in the same way that peace groups have worked 
for many years. 

This is discouraging to me, for I feel that our situation in the 
world is so completely changed that old methods and old approaches 
must be changed in order to meet it. However, I hope sincerely 
that I am wrong and that we may not be facing as serious a situa- 
tion as seems indicated by recent events. 

I was impressed yesterday by the interest that people are taking 
in giving homes to refugee children. A young woman, who has 
started a nursery school in Toledo, came in to tell me that she 
would attempt to raise money to support a group of refugee chil- 
dren in her school, and she and her colleagues would donate their 
care. This seemed to me a very generous offer from a very small 
nursery school which is just getting on its feet. I hope she will 
be able to find people to sponsor some children, for she seems to 
have a very good plant. 

Some members of the Sandusky Altrusa Club came in to pre- 
sent me with a very beautiful corsage bouquet. On every hand 
friendly people waited to greet me, which is always a pleasant 
experience, 

We drove to Cleveland after the lecture, some 75 miles, but the 
road was good and we had an hour in a hotel to rest before we took 
a plane to New York city. This is the first time, I think, that I 
have been on a night plane and failed to see the sun rise, but I was 
so sleepy that it did not matter to me in the least when and how 
the sun rose. I slept until the stewardess awakened me to say that 
we would be in New York city in 15 minutes.
